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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The 35 USC 112, second paragraph rejection is maintained. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with Applicant that the claims are definite. For example, it is 
indefinite as to when each of the repeated acquisitions is taking place as compared to 
the single acquisition attempt. Therefore the rejection is maintained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. As to the 35 USC 101 rejection, this is also maintained. While Applicant is 
correct that the claims do recite a memory, this is insufficient to make the claims 
statutory, as can be seen in MPEP section 2106.01 I, which clearly indicates that merely 
incorporating the "instructions" recited in the claim into a computer readable medium (in 
this case a memory) does not meet the requirements of section 101. Therefore, the 
claims'are still non-statutory. The Examiner recommends incorporating the language of 
the section into the claims. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed December 14, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

4. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., the mobile scans the same frequency repeatedly, not the repeated search of 
different frequencies) are not recited in the rejected claims. Although the claims are 
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interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

5. Regardless, Hooper has been interpreted, as explained in the rejection, that the 
"most preferred system" does not have to be then home system and that each 
frequency search is a repeat of a SID acquisition because in steps 104-106-86-90 the 
acquired frequency is compared and determined as to whether it is recognized. 
Therefore, Hooper meets the claim language. 

6. In view of the above, the rejections are maintained.
